Every  musical  sound  has  three  properties:  Length,  Pitch  and 
Power,  corresponding  to  the  three  departments  in  music,  named 
Rhythmics,  Melodics  and  Dynamics. 

Notes  are  characters  used  to  represent  musical  sounds.  The  stems 
may  be  turned  either  upward  or  downward. 

The  length  of  a  musical  sound  is  indicated  by  the  shape  of  the 
note,  as  whole  (a),  half  (f5),  quarter  (f),  eighth  (J)  and  sixteenth^; 
note.  The  pitch  is  indicated  by  the  position  of  the  note  on  the  staff.

The  staff  consists  of  five  horizontal  lines  and  the  spaces  that  belong 
with  them.  The  staff  is  frequently  enlarged  by  means  of  short 
lines,  called  added  or  ledger  lines,  placed  above  or  below.

Rests  are  characters  used  to  represent  silence.  They  are  in  length 
the  same  as  notes.  As  whole  (-•"«■-)>  half  (-"-),  quarter  (x),  eighth 
(•7)  and  sixteenth  («f)  rest. 

A  triplet  is  a  group  of  three  notes,  with  the  figure  3  placed  above 
or  below  them,  and  should  be  performed  in  the  time  of  two  of  the 
same  kind,  thus:  .

Perpendicular  lines  drawn  across  the  staff  are  called  bars.  The 
spaces  between  the  bars  are  called  measures. 


A  heavy  line  drawn  across  the  staff  is  called  an  enlarged  bar,  and 
shows  the  close  of  a  strain  of  music,  or  the  end  of  a  line  of  poetry. 
Two  heavy  lines  drawn  across  the  staff  forms  what  is  called  a  double 
bar,  or  close,  and  shows  the  end  of  the  piece  of  music.

Beating  Time,  is  indicating  the  different  parts  of  a  measure  by  a 
movement  of  the  hand,  and  is  performed  as  follows. 

Double  Time — Down,  up. 

Triple  Time — Down,  left,  up. 

Quadruple  Time — Down,  left,  right,  up. 

Sextuple  Time — Down,  down,  left,  right,  up,  up. 

Double  Time  has  two  counts ;  Triple,  three ;  Quadruple,  four,  and 
Sextuple,  six. 

The  peculiar  stress  of  voice  placed  on  certain  parts  of  the  measure- 
is  called  Accent.

The  Clefs  are  used  to  locate  the  letters  on  the  staff,  and  to  indicate 
the  parts  that  the  different  voices  are  to  sing.  There  are  three 
Clefs:

Usually,  when  each  part  is  written  on  a  staff  by  itself,  the  Base  is 
the  lowest  part,  the  Soprano  next  above  the  Base,  the  Alto  next,  and 
the  Tenor  at  the  top.  Sometimes  the  Alto  is  written  below  the 
Soprano,  on  the  same  staff,  and  frequently  the  Tenor  is  written  above 
the  Bass  on  the  same  staff.

WHO    CAN    SING. 


[  Teachers,  have  your  class  read  the  following  remarks  in  concert i\ 


Every  person  cannot  be  an  artist,  neither  can  all  be  great  orators 
or  statesmen.  There  are  few  people  who  can  talk  in  common  con- 
versation but  what  may  with  practice  and  proper  instruction  learn 
to  sing  reasonably  well  our  Church  and  Sabbath  School  music.  In 
a  class  and  chorus  book,  it  is  not  necessary  to  devote  but  little  space 
to  voice  culture,  as  there  are  many  good  books  published  treating 
only  on  this  subject.  When  a  pupil  has  such  a  book  in  their  hands, 
even  then  they  need  a  competent  teacher  to  instruct  them.  Voice 
culture  to  a  chorus  class  can  only  be  given  in  a  general  way,  as  almost 
every  pupil  demands  different  treatment  according  to  the  formation 
of  their  mouth,  and  throat,  physical  ability,  compass  of  voice,  etc. 

Here  I  think  a  few  hints  may  be  given  as  an  outline  for  the  founda- 
tion or  beginning  of  voice  culture. 

BREATHING. 

One  of  the  most  essential  points  in  vocalizing  is  to  breathe  proper- 
ly. Practice  the  following  exercise  frequently:  Slowly  inhale  the 
air  until  the  lungs  are  filled  :  hold  them  so  for  a  few  seconds,  then 
exhale  slowly  until  they  are  empty.  Always  take  a  full  breath  be- 
fore commencing  to  sing,  also  at  the  close  of  a  musical  phrase.  Nev- 
er breathe  between  syllables  ofa  word,  but  always  take  breath  when 
you  (  an  do  so  and  not  effect  the  beauty  or  meaning  of  the  words  you 
are  singing.  B)  so  doing  you  will  keep  your  lungs  well  filled  with 
pure    air,    and  will  not  become  weary. 

In  singing,  stand  upon  both  feet,  head  erect,  chin  a  little  elevated, 
the  body  equally  balanced.  Make  no  unnecessary  motion;  do  not 
frown,  unless  the  expression  of  the  words  demand  it,  nor  keep  time 
with  your  feet.  Do  not  attempt  to  sing  without  opening  the  mouth. 
Many  people  do  so,  and  this  is  one  reason  why  we  cannot  understand 
the  words.     Place  your  two   first   fingers  edgewise   in    your   mouth. 


Practice  the  vowel  A,  as  in  father,  then  with -draw  them,  retaining 
the  same  position,  and  sing  the  sylables,  ah,  la  and  sea  a  number  of 
times.  Use  your  tongue  as  little  as  possible,  and  exercise  your  lips 
and  jaws  more  than  is  generally  done  in  Singing.  Before  commenc- 
ing to  sing  you  should  know  which  part  is  best  adapted  to  your  voice. 
A  Base  voice  cannot  sing  Tenor,  neither  can  an  Alto  sing  Soprano. 
Every  voice  is  suited  to  some  particular  part,  and  they  should  not  at- 
tempt to  sing  any  other,  unless  it,  be  a  case  of  necessity,  and  then 
only  for  a  short  time.  A  person  by  culture  and  constant  practice 
can  be  made  to  sing  a  number  of  tones,  higher  or  lower  than  they 
naturally  could  do ;  but  all  of  the  teachers  in  the  united  kingdoms 
cannot  change  an  alto  voice  to  that  of  a  soprano. 

Sing  as  high  and  low  as  you  can  with  ease,  but  do  not  strain  the 
voice  beyond  its  natural  capacity.  A  broken  voice  is  hard  to  mend, 
and,  I  believe,  but  few  ever  recover  their  former  beauty  and  strength; 
When  you  are  rendering  a  composition,  try  and  interpret  it  correctly 
as  near  as  an  elocutionist  would,  were  he  or  she  reading  it.  Do  this 
by  speaking  the  words  so  they  can  be  understood.  By  emphasis. 
Here  let  me  say,  that  emphasis  does  not  consist  alone  in  speaking  a 
word  with  a  greater  stress  of  voice,  but  it  has  quality,  power,  pitch 
and  time.  Emphasis  in  singing  may  be  compared  to  the  different 
colors  used  in  painting.  Then  again,  by  your  facial  expression,  and 
by  the  power  you  express  in  your  eyes,  it  is  easy  enough  to  tell 
your  friends  you  love  them,  or  to  let  your  enemies  know  you  hate 
them.     A  mechanical  singer  amounts  tonothing. 

It  is  the  person  who  can  lose  themselves  in  the  sentiment  of  the 
words  they  are  singing  and  let  their  souls  go  out  through  the  composi- 
tion to  their  listeners,  that  commands  the  applause  and  compliments 
of  the  musical  world.
